School. He was admitted to the bar

When the Spanish-American War 
broke out, Justice Smith gave up his 
law practice to become a colonel of 
the First California Regiment of vol- 
unteers, and was in the first expedi- 
tion to the Philippines, arriving at 
the islands June 30, 1898. He served 
through several engagements in the 
islands, and was present at the capture 
of Manilla, being appointed deputy 
provost marshal after the capture 
After Manila he engaged in several more 
battles, and was commended in dis- 
patches for gallantry in action. He 
was promoted to the rank of brigadier 
general in April, 1899. 

In October, 1900, he was appointed 
collector of customs for the Philip- 
pines, and in 1901 was honorably dis- 
charged from the Army. On the day 
of his discharge he was appointed as- 
sociated justice of the supreme court 
of the islands. He was a member of 
the Philippine commission and secre- 
tary of the public instruction of the 
islands from 1903 to 1906. 

Justice Smith was appointed gover- 
nor general of the islands in 1906 and 
resigned in 1909. The following year, 
when the United States Court of Cus- 
toms Appeals was organized, President 
Taft appointed him to the bench on 
which he served until his death.

6 Shot in Mine Disorder 
As Workings Are Reopened 


Union Officials on Missouri-Kansas Line Are Accused 
in Warrants of Inciting Riot; Workers Waylaid 
by Band of 250—Battle Results. 


Minden, Mo., June 29 (A.P.).—First 
serious trouble in the Southeastern 
Kansas coal mine section since mines 
shut down April 1, resulted early to- 
day in the shooting of six men and 
injury of another, when union miner 
sympathizers and pickets clashed with 
nonunion miners preparing to open 
the Western Coal & Mining Co.’s No. 
23 mine. The mine is just across the 
Kansas State line, and 10 miles from 
Pittsburg, Kans., district union head- 
quarters, 

Five nonunion men from Oklahoma, 
reporting for work, were waylaid by 
about °250 union sympathizers, and a 
revolver battle ensued. Twenty shots 
were fired and the five men stripped 
and chased to the mine shaft before 
order finally was restored. 

The clash followed a mass meeting 
near the mine last night, attended by 
a dozen miners who had come from 
Oklahoma. The Oklahomans told 
county officers today they were offered 
$15 as expenses to return to their 
homes if they would not report for 
work today. Several accepted, but the 
five decided to report. 

All five were wounded, four by bul- 


lets. Walter and Dave Mays, of Henrl- 
etta, were shot in the neck, and C. A. 
Hill, of Albino, was shot through both 
arms. Fred Thomas, of Henrietta, sus- 
tained a slight scalp wound from a 
bullet and a broken leg, while Zake 
Leach, of Henrietta, was beaten. 

Arthur Eagleton, United Mine Work- 
ers of America, District No. 14, auditor, 
was shot through,the leg, jaw and 
neck, while John Strahota, union 
picket, was shot in the left eye. 

Harry Burr, District 14 Union Miners’ 
secretary-treasurer, ana James Skahan, 
District 14 president, were reported in- 
strumental in finally quelling the dis- 
turbance. 

Mines have been closed down here 
since April 1, when the Jacksonville 
wage agreement, approximating $7.50 a 
a day or equivalent in tonnage, ter- 
minated. Some mines have reopened at 
the 1917 wage scale of $5 a day or 
equivalent in tonnage, while others 
havé sought to open with that wage 
scale in force.

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ROBINSON SELECTED 
FOR VIGE PRESIDENT 
IN APPEAL TO WEST 


Overwhelming Vote for 
Arkansas Senator; 
Smith Approves. 


CONVENTION ENDED 
IN PEACEFUL SESSION 


All Speakers Urge Unity and 
Denounce Sectionalism 
Within Party.

(Associated Press Staff Writer). 

Houston, June 29 (A.P.).—Joseph T. 
Robinson, rugged product of an Arkan- 
sas farm, was chosen today to battle 
for Democracy side by side with Alfred 
E. Smith in the November elections. 

He was swept into the nomination 
for Vice President at the closing ses- 
sion of the Democratic national cone 
vention with an overwhelming vote of 
1,03214. 

The next high candidate on the final 
count was Maj. Gen. Henry T. Allen, 
retired, who had a total of 21.. But 
prior to the announcement of the offle 
cial figures, many States switched their 
allegiance in order to climb aboard the 
band wagon of the Democratic leader 
of the Senate. 

Robinson was permanent chairman 
of the convention which selected him 
as the running mate for Gov. Smith. 
Long before the convention assembled 
it was evident that he was the over- 
whelming choice of the delegates, 
With the vote impending, he retired 
from the platform, turned his gavel 
over to Senator Pat Harrison, of Mis~ 
sissippi, and went to his hotel to be 
notified of his victory. 


Pitted Against Curtis. 

In choosing Robinson for Vice Presi- 
dent, the Democrats pitted him against 
Curtis, of Kansas, the Republican 
leader in the Senate, and the second

bert Hoover. As in the case of Curtis, 
friends of the Arkansas leader said he 
would add strength to the ticket in 
the farm sections. Robinson voted for 
the McNary-Haugen bill at the last 
session of Congress and followed up by 
voting to override President Coolidge’s 
veto of that measure. 

The final day of the first Democratie 
national convention held in the South 
since the Civil War breathed the spirit 
of harmony. Delegates whose high 
feeling at previous sessions had led to 
@ number of fist fights showed no in- 
clination to do anything except show 
@ spirit of good fellowship. 

Southern State delegations, around 
whose standards disturbances broke 
ovt during Robinson’s opening address 
of the convention, voted for him. In 
that address the vice presidential 
nominee had sounded a call for re- 
liglous equality, but if any of the ef- 
fects of that first outbreak remained, 


they were not noticeable on the gur- 
face. 


In Complete Tranquillity, 


Instead, the convention adjourned in 
a spirit of complete tranquillity. The 
last act was a cheer for Gov. Smith, 
who had thanked the delegates by tele- 
graph for nominating him for Presi- 
cent; had reiterated his views as te 
the prohibition problem, and had prom- 
ised to stand on the platform prepared 
for him. 

Five candidates were in the field for 
Vice President when the official vote 
was announced. Besides Robinson and 
Allen, they were Mrs. Nellie Tayloe 
Ross, of Wyoming, 2 votes; Senator 
Alben Barkley, of Kentucky, 9; Senator 
Duncan U. Fletcher, of Florida, 7; Lewis 
G. Stevenson, of Illinois, 2: Evans 
Woollen, of Indiana, 2; George L. Berry, 
of Tennessee, 1114; Goy. Dan Moody, of 
Texas, 944. Most of these had original- 
ly received a larger vote, but the rush 
to Robinson at the end swept them off 
their feet. 

The selection of the nominee really 
was decided upon hours before the 
convention met. His popularity among 
the majority of the delegates mani- 
fested itself soon after he took over the 
gavel aS permanent chairman. A vete- 


eran in the arts of a presiding officer,

First North-South Team in Years. 


In nominating him, the convention 
linked the Smith ticket with the sece 
tion where the governor’s nomination 
had been most bitterly fought. It 
also put a North-South team in the 
field for the first time in years, and 
the speakers chosen to second the 
vice presidential selection were from 
East, West, North and South, each 
preaching the gospel“of nonsectional- 
ism and unity for the battle against 
the Republicans in the fall.

Buffalo, N. Y., June 29, (A.P.).— 
Directors of the Pierce-Arrow Motor 
Car Co. today proposed to stockholders 
a plan for reorganization which would 
give the Studebaker Corporation a sub- 
stantial interest in the new company. 
The reorganization, if approved by the 
stockholders, will bring together two of 
the country’s oldest manufacturers of 
automobiles with plants and assets 
estimated to be worth $160,000,000, 

Under the plan approved by the di- 
rectors of Pierce-Arrow, the Studebaker 
Corporation will put $2,000,000 in cash 
into the Pierce-Arrow company’s junior 
securities. Each holder of present 8 
per cent preferred stock of Plerce-Arrow 
will receive for each share and all un- 
paid dividends $10 per share in cash 
and eight-tenths of a share of the 6 
per cent preferred of the new company. 
Owners of present Pierce-Arrow com- 
mon will receive six-tenths of a share 
of class A stock in the new company 
an the new company will assume the 
8 per cent debentures and purchased 
money obligations of the old Pierce- 
Arrow company.

Dodge Injunction Denied. 

New York, June 29 (A.P.).—Calvin H. 
Goddard, representing some of the 
minority stockholders of the Dodge 
Bros. Corporation, in Supreme Court to- 
day was refused an injunction to 
restrain the proposed $250,000,000 mer- 
ger of the Dodge and Chrysler motor 
corporations. 

The Dodge corporation was ordered 
by Justice Mullan, however, to file a 
bond guaranteeing protection of the in- 
terests of all preference stockholders 
not assenting to the merger. A stipula- 
tion also must be filed that the plan 
shall not be consummated and the 
transfer of Dodge assets made unless 
the obligation of the bond at the time 
of transfer be assumed by the Chrysler 
corporation. 

At @ hearing on the injunction appli- 
cation Goddard’s counsel charged that 
Dillon, Read & Co., investment bankers, 
were realizing a profit of $13,000,000 in 
arranging the merger. Goddard's coun- 
sel also said that Edward G. Wilmer, a 
member of the firm, who was placed in 
charge of the Dodge company, spent 
from $10,000,000: to $15,000,000 in 
changing the Dodge model, and finally 
admitted that “the thing had got be- 
yond him,” suggesting that another or- 
ganization be taken in to revive the 
Dodge company. 

Under the terms of the proposed mer- 
ger one share of Chrysler common will 
be given for each share of Dodge Bros. 
prior preference stock, one share of 
Chrysler common for each five shares 
or Dodge Bros. Class A stock and one 
share of Chrysler common for each ten 
shares of Dodge Bros. Class B stock. 
This exchange, Goddard said, would 
mean a heavy loss to Dodge stock- 
holders. 


Greek Cabinet Out

DAIRYMEN THREATEN 
HIGHER MILK COSTS 


Farmers Say Prices Will Rise 
if They Are Forced to 
Move Hayricks. 


The dairy business. which ig said to 
be the largest agricultural industry in 
Montgomery County and comprised of 
more than 400 dairy farmers, is said 
to be facing a serious situation be- 
cause of certain regulations that will 
be put into effect January 1, 1929, by 
the District of Columbia Board of 
Health, by which date it will become 
necessary for every dairyman to re- 
move straw ricks from their barnyards. 
It has been the practice since the 
dairy industry was. started in the 
county for dairymen to stack their 
straw in their. barnyards at convenient 
spots. About two months ago, the 
health authorities of the District of 
Columbia decided that the ricks should 
be at least 150 feet away from the 
barns, and outside of the barnyards. 

Upon a vigorous protest being made 
by hundreds of farmers and their rep- 
resentatives, the same health authori- 
ties early this week amended their rul- 
ing to the extent that the clear space 
may be 50 feet instead of 150 feet. The 
county dairymen say that if this is in- 
sisted upon, it will entail such an ex- 
pense that an increase in the price of 
milk to consumers will be necessary in 
order to enable them to bear it. Many 
of them, it was said, will be forced 
out of business if they are compelled 
to make the change in location of their 
ricks.

TENNEY WING ABOOLUTE 
DIVORGE AFTER 17 YEARS 


Wife Loses Suit Attacking 
Validity of Action in 
Virginia Court. 


ALIMONY PLEA REFUSED 


The marital difficulties of George O. 
Tenney, president of the Atlantic Bit- 
ulithic Co., of 3036 Woodland drive 
northwest, first alred in the Virginia 
courts seventeen years ago, when his 
wife, Mrs. Emma Schoonmaker Tenney, 
of this city, obtained a limited divorce 
from him, ended yesterday when Judge 
William A. Moncure in chancery court 
at Richmond, Va., awarded Mr. Tenney 
an absolute divorce. 

Mrs, Tenney, who comes from a prom- 
inent New York family, was awarded a 
limited divorce in the Richmond court 
on the ground of desertion in 1911. 
She was awarded $125 monthly alimony 
and under the law she could have ap- 
plied for an absolute divorce after three 
years, but failed to avail herself of this 
privilege. 

In 1926 the Virginia Legislature en-

She asked, 
in addition, that her alimony be in- 
creased to 815,000 a year, due to the 
fact that Tenney’s annual income had 
increased from $4,000 to 830,000 during 
the long period of their legal separa- 
tion. Judge Moncure ruled against her 
on this point.

Like Smith, Robinson, starting from 
a humble beginning. has risen to re- 
ceive from his State the highest hon- 
ors in its power to bestow, honors 
which were heaped upon him so rapid- 
ly that he has enjoyed an experience 
unique in politics, that of being rep- 
resentative, governor and senator with- 
in two weeks. 

“Joe” Robinson, as he jis informally 
known, was born on a farm in Lonoke 
County, Arkansas, August 26, 1872. His 
father, Dr. James Robinson, was the 
county physician, a profession which 
brought him only meager returns, and 
his mother, Mrs. Matilda Jane Robin- 
son, spent most of her time trying to 
augment the family income from the 
farm which they had taken as home- 
steaders. , 

Dr. Robinson finally gave up the 
practice of medicine and devoted his 
activities to being a Baptist clergyman. 
However, both he and his wife spent 
a great deal of time conveying to their 
son, together with their nine other 
children, the rudiments of an educa- 
tion. In addition to what they were 
able to teach him at nome, the boy 
was sent for a few years to the rural 
schools, the only institutions of learn- 
ing available,

His first 
campaign was for the general assembly 
of the State. He was successful 
| took his seat in 1895. 
at the conclusion of 
‘legislature he returned to his home 
and the practice of law, and, on De- 
ceraiber 15, 1896, married Miss Gertrude 
Niller, now one of the most popular 
of the senatorial matrors. 

After his leg'slative e- perience, Sena- 
tor Robinson's political activities lag- 
ged until 1900, when he was chosen a 
presidential elector for the Sixth con- 
gressional district of Arkansas as the 
result of which he was chosen presi- 
dential electoral messenger. 

Apparently the glimpse he caught of 
Washington as electoral messenger ap- 
pealed to him, for upon his return 
home he laid plans for further visits 
to the Capital. These plans worked out 
successfully, for in 1903 he became a 
member of Congress, representing the 
Sixth District here. His service in the 
Fifty-eighth Congress and the popu- 
larity which he had attained in his dis- 
trict through his law practice, so pleas- 
ed the people that they elected him to 
successive Congresses through the Six- 
ty-second. 

It was while serving as a member of 
the Sixty-second Congress that his 
unique record of public office was at- 
tained. While serving in that Con- 
gress he had been elected Governor of 
Arkansas. He resigned from the Con- 
gress on July 14, 1913, and was inaug- 
urated governor two days later. 

Just twelve days after his inaugu- 
ration as governor, the Senate, on July 
28, 1913, elected him senator. This 
hasty switching of public office, and 
the apparent scorning of the berth of 
governor for that of senator, cost him 
many political friends in Arkansas, and 
he came to Washington to take his 
seat in March with dire threats ringing 
in his ears. Even during his term of 
only twelve days as governor, however, 
he succeeded in forcing through the 
general assembly many important mat- 
ters, including reorganization and re- 
form in the banking system, reform in 


if 


administration of the penal institu- 
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tions of the State, and a corrupt 
practices act. 

Coming here as senator, Robinson 
began building a record for national 
legislative achievement. His experi- 
ence of five years in the House had 
already habituated him to the pariia- 
mentary practices, and his voice was 
raised loud and often in support of 
measures which he deemed just. He 
was an ardent supporter of the policies 
of Woodrow Wilson and followed his 
lead through the World War. 

He returned to Arkansas in 1918 to 
ask the people to send him back to the 
Senate to which he had originally been 
appointed by the legislature. The 
threats made when he had resigned as 
governor were never carried out, his 
strength and ability in the Senate hav- 
ing convinced his constituency that 
he should be continued in office. He 
therefore returned for his second term, 
beginning March 4, 1919. 


Was Follower of Wilson. 


Throughout the lengthy and bitter 
debate on the question of America’s 
entrance to the League of Nations, 
Robinson advocated tha. the country 
follow the leadership of Wilson. His 
was ore of the strongest voices raised 
in defense of the international doc- 
trines of his war-time leader. 

Senator Robinson's ability as a par- 
liamentarian, and his driving force in 
deliberative assemblies were forcibly 
called to the attention of the Nation 
when in 1920 he went to the Demo- 
cratic national convention in San 
Francisco as a delegate. Leaders of 
his party foresaw a turbulent session 
and sought an tron hand to control 
the deliberations and maintain order. 
Robinson was chosen. Throughout the 
long sessions he presided and directed 
the more than 40 roll calls necessary 
to bring forth a candidate. 

Returning to his senatorial duties, 
Robinson found that his activities at 
the convention had given him greater 
plrestige among his colleagues, and he 
was more vigorous and sharp in debate 
than ever before. He took over the 
leadership in the fight against ratifica- 
tion of the four-power pact which was 
negotiated at the conference on the 
limitation of armament. One of his 
principal arguments against the pact 
was that it was in conflict with the 
Loague of Nations proposal and that 
the latter was a far more enlightened 
project, 

For his strength in his fight, as well 
as for the esteem in which he had long 
held him for his adherence to his 
principles; Woodrow Wilson — shortly 
before sent him a letter of congratu- 
lation. In it the former President de- 
Clared that Robinsoh was the “real 
moral and intellectual leader” of the 
Democrats in the Senate. 

Favored by Smith tn 1924, 

In 1923 Robinson achieved the actual 
floor leadership of senators of his party, 
a position he now holds. He succeeded 
Senator Underwood upon the latter's 
retirement. 

Probably the best known of Robin- 
son's speeches on the floor was made 
last winter when he sharply took to 
task Senator Thomas Heflin, of Ala- 
bama, who was delivering one of his 
daily rantings against the 
Church and Al Smith. With caustic 
words Robinson “dressed down” his 
party member and made an effective 
plea for religious toleration. 

An example of his hold on the mem- 
bers of his party in the Senate was 
given the following day when in 
caucus the party upheld his leader- 
ship. 

It was possibly for this firm stand for 
tolerance taken by him on the Senate 
floor that Robinson has steadily 
the support of Smith leaders at 
Houston convention. It is known, 
however, that during the turmoll 
the Madsion Square Garden convention 
when Gov. Smith suggested to 
McAdoo leaders that they both with- 
draw their names from the deadlocked 
gathering, Smith regarded Robinson 
favorably as a dark horse candidate.

There followed a wild scramble dur- 
ing which Robinson and Mitchell ex- 
changed blows, the senator hitting his 
opponent in the eye. Other members 
or the groups separated the combat- 
ants. This incident created a furore 
in the Capital, although news of it 
was kept secret until Robinson had 
gone off to New York to the conven- 
tion. He subsequently was suspended 
fr¢m the club for two weeks. 


Walsh Calls Party Choice 
Most Striking Character 


Helena, Mont., June 29 (A.P.).— 
Characterizing the Democratic presi- 
dential nominess as “the most strik- 
ing character that has appeared on 
the political stage since Roosevelt,” 
United States’ Senator T. J. Walsh, of 
Montana, today expressed satisfaction 
with the action of the national con- 
vention both as to its choice of party 
leaders and its platform pledges. 

Senator Walsh, who was himself a 
presidential candidate until a few 
weeks before the convention, expects 
to campaign for the ticket in Montana 
this fall and possibly in other States. 

“Gov. Smith,” he said, “is the most 
striking figure that has appeared on 
the political stage since Roosevelt. His 
popularity is unbounded and his ad- 
mirers are found in all walks of life 
and in all grades of society.

of disorder on the convention floor was 
gone from his face. He was placid, ap- 
parently happy.

Republican leaders from Minnesota 
at Kansas City took a rather gloomy 
view of the situation. In North Dakota 
the Nonpartisan League, toned down 
and denatured from its wild and woolly 
days, still has about half the State gov- 
ernment.

A good crop four 
years ago and “new money” that 
poured into the State after the harvest 
allayed discontent to the point that 
Coolidge carried the State over LaFol- 
lette by 5,000.

But like the 
quart in the drummer’s expense ac- 
count, it is there in spirit, at least. 
The farm plank says the Democrats 
recognize that the members of co- 
operatives can not stand the expense of 
a surplus control which benefits all the 
producers.

NOTIFICATIONS MAY 
NOT BE LONG DELAYED 


Selection of Chairman of the 
National Committee Is 
- $till in Doubt. 


Houston, June 29 (A.P.).—The Demo- 
crats intend to carry the fight to the 
enemy in the presidential campaign and 
they believe they have two men on their 
ticket who will do that without mincing 
words. 


Smith, an old hand at stumping, likes 
to stir about, delivering blows—and 
taking them—out on the platform, with 
the voters looking on. That is the 
kind of a campaign he plans to wage 
this year, with the Presidency at stake. 

Robinson, his hard-hitting running 
mate with a powerful voice and a strong 
body, also likes to mix with the crowds 
Rough and tumble campaigning sults 
him. 

Plans for the Democratic campalgn 
are still in the making. A line of at- 
tack will shape up in conferences the 
party strategists will hold during the 


next few weeks with their standard 
bearer and the vice presidential nomli- 


One of the big jobs is to determine 
who shall direct the Democratic maneu- 
vers as chairman of the national com- 
mittee. Clem Shaver, of West Virginia, 
won’t carry over, and the field is now 
being canvassed for the best man for 
the post. 


Smith to Name Man. 


Preliminary discussions have devel- 
oped sentiment among the close friends 
of the New York Governor that they 
should go outside that State for a 
campaign leader; that it would be wise 
to give other sections of the country 
@ voice in the management of the 
Smith-Robinson fight. 

Smith himself will name the man. 
Among those mentioned for the job are 
Senator Gerry, of Rhode Island, a close 
friend: Senators Pittman, of Nevada, 
and Kendrick, Wyoming; former Sen- 
ator Hitchcock, of Nebraska; Arthur 
Mullen, national committeeman from 
that State; J. Bruce Kremer, committee- 
man from Montana, and Owen D. 
Young, of New York. 

There had been talk of Senator Swan- 
son, of Virginia, for the post, but most 
leaders believed today that since A 
Southerner was selected as the vice 
presidential nominee there was little 
likelihood that the party would go into 
that section for a national committee 
chairman. 

Until one is named little will be done 
toward getting the Democratic cam- 
So far as 
speechmaking on the part of the two 
mominees is concerned, not much will 
be done aside from the formal notifica- 
tion addresses until Labor Day. 


Notification Dates Open. 


Dates for the notification of both 
Bmith and Robinson have not been 
fixed, although it is planned to have 
the Smith ceremonies at the State capi- 
tol in Albany and those for Robinson 
at his home in Little Rock. Senator 
Pittman was named today to head the 
Official committee that formally will 
apprise Gov. Smith of his nomination, 
with Claude 'G. Bowers, New York edl- 
torial writer who was the convention 
temporary chairman, serving in like ca- 
pacity at the Robinson ceremony. 

It is customary: to notify the presi- 
dential nominee first and in the past 
the practice has been for the Democrats 
to delay that ceremony until the Re- 
publican presidential standard bearer 
had been advised of his nomination. 

The Smith leaders, however, have 
been anxious to hold their notification 
exercises before the end of July, while 
the Hoover ceremony will not be held 
until early August. Whether the Demo- 
crats will wait until after that or go 
ahead is one of the things Gov. Smith 
will thresh out with his advisers. 


Smith Plans Vacation. 

The nominee’s friends expect him to 
take a vacation at some strategic point 
before he sets out on the road to carry 
Democracy’s message to the people. His 
time until the notification probably will 
be taken up by conferences and the 
preparation of his address on that occa- 
sion, in which he promised today to 
fully discuss all of the issues of the day. 

Although there are indications that 


Hoover, after returning from the Pa- 
cific Coast and his notification cere- 
monies, will establish a campaign base, 
probably in Washington, and confine 
himself to a limited number of cam- 
paign speeches, resorting in the main 
to the radio, Gov. Smith’s friends count 
on him starting out on his travels 
around Labor Day and keeping at it 
without a letup until election day. It 
is‘ the plan of party leaders to have 
him or Robinson carry their fight into 
every section, not evén neglecting the 
South in their campaigning. 


Ohio G. O. P. Convention 
Urges Need of Unity 


Columbus, Ohio, June 29 (AP.).— 
Ohio Republicanism today turned 
toward the 1928 State campaign in- 
spired by pleas for party harmony and 
solidarity and guided by a platform of 
“constructive measures.” With the 
adjournment this afternoon of fthe 
State convention the party prepared 
itself for the primary battle in August 
when its candidates for State office 
will be nominated, and for the con- 
test with the Democratic party in No- 
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ferent organization, in spirit, if not in 
make-up, from that which split in two 
and waged bitter warfare within itself 
over the Willis and Hoover candidacies 
during the month preceding the April 
presidential primaries. Almost without 
exception, the candidates for State of- 
fice who spoke before the sessions of 
the convention stressed the importance 
of a united party if the principles of 
Republican doctrines were to be vic- 
torious at the polls in November, The 
platform ratified by the convention 
pledged the party to work for reforms 
in the vartous branches of the State 
Government. 

One of the vrincipal points stressed 
was economy. The platform contained 
& plank covering practically every phase 
of State government activity. A flood 
of oratory preceded the business of the 
convention at today’s session when 
four candidates for the short term of 
United States senator and three candi- 
dates for attorney general of Ohio made 
brief addresses. Theodore E. Burton, of 
Cleveland, seeking to fill the late Sena- 
tor Willis’ unexpired term, dwelt on 
farm relief and defended Hoover's stand 
on this question. Chief Justice C. T. 
Marshall, of the Ohio Supreme Court, 
also a candidate, touched on farm re- 
lief and industrial conditions. 

Election of Mrs. Wilma Sinclair 
Levan, Steubenville, former national 
committee woman and Willis adherent, 
defeated by Mrs. Hugh Clark, Steuben- 
ville, Hoover follower in the national 
committee contest at Kansas City, as 
candidate for presidential elector at 
large, was seen by many as evidence 
that the party rift over the presidential 
primary had been closed. 


DRUADWAY RAIDING 
TO GO ON, 15 WORD; 
INO ARRESTS MADE 


Mrs. Willebrandt Is Said to 
Have Planned Invasion of 
20 Night Clubs. 


New York, June 29 (A.P.).—Mrs. 
Mabel Walker Willebrandt, Assistant 
United States Attorney General; was 
credited today with having planned 
the series of dry raids which closed 
nearly a score of White Way night 
clubs and resulted ‘n 100 arrests. 

The raids, conducted by Federal pro- 
hibition agents wearing evening 
clothes, was designed to demonstrate 
that the dry laws can be enforced in 
New York as well as anywhere else, 
Maj. Maurice Campbell, New York dis- 
trict prohibition administrator, sald. 

He intimated that today’s sortie, 
which came just before the 3 a. m. 
closing hour and found night club 
guests celebrating the nomination of 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith at the Democratic 
convention, was only the beginning of 
a crusade that would not end until the 
last of Broadway's oases had been 
dried up. 


Dry Agents From Capital. 


Mrs. Willebrandt, who is a dry sup- 
porter of Secretary Hoover's candidacy, 
was said to have sent a force of pro- 


hibition agents here from Washington 
unknown to local officials, whom she 
has blamed in the past for failure to 
enforce the dry laws. 

All of New York's dry agents were 
summoned to Maj. Campbell's offices 
and held there incommunicado until 
the zero hour for the raids. Then they 
were dispatched with selected agents 
from the Capital to the clubs selected 
for raiding. 

However, “Texas” Guinan, hostess at 
one of the most popular resorts, had 
received word that “something was up,” 
and when the agents arrived at her 
club she was not present. Helen Mor- 
gan, whose club was raided and :dis- 
mantied by agents a few months ago, 
was said to have slipped out a back 
door when the raiders entered her 
place. 

Club Employes Arrested. 


Most of those arrested were employes 
of the clubs. They were released in 
$1,000 bail each for hearing July 10 on 
charges of illégal possession of liquor. 
Evidence against them was submitted 
to United States Attorney Tuttle. 

Maj. Campbell said he had had noth- 
ing to do with planning the raids, and 
he discounted allegations that the cru- 
sade had any political significance. “I 
didn’t even know there was a political 
convention in session,” he said, “and 
I didn’t know who was going to be 
nominated.” 

Search warrants on which the agents 
proceeded, he said, were signed by one 
of Mrs. Willebrandt’s Washington as- 
sistants, and we e presented to Federal 
Judge Coleman instead of to a United 
States commissioner, as is the usual 
procedure. 


Guests Must Pay Checks. 


Guests were ordered to leave by the 
agents, who cautioned them to pay their 
checks before departing. 

The places raided were Texas Guin- 
an’s Club, Blue Hour Club, Furnace 
Club, Don Royal, Jungle Club, Beaux 
Arts Club, European Club, La Frera 
Club, tlte Night Club, Mimic Club, 
Merry-Go-Round Club, Helen Morgan 
Club, Charm Club, the Silver Slipper 
and an unnamed club. 

The raids were made under the per- 
sonal direction of Prohibition Director 
Maurice Campbell ana was marked by 
unusual thoroughness In some cases 
the agents spent several hours search- 
ing for possible caches of liquor. 


GOOLIDGE EXPECTS. 
EARLY CONCLUSION 
OF ANTIWAR PACT 


Will Discuss Subject With 
esretary (ellogg on 
Visit by Latter. 


TWIN CITY DELEGATION 
FAILS TO SEE PRESIDENT 


Arrival of Party by Plane Is 
Delayed; Present Made 
of 40-Pound Fish. 


Superior, Wis., June 29 (A.P.).— 
President Coolidge is confident that ne- 
gotiations now under way with four- 
teen foreign powers for a multilateral 
pact condemning war will reach a suc- 
cessful conclusion this summer. A draft 
treaty to this efefct he thinks should 
be ready for the Senate's consideration 
when Congress reconvenes next De- 
cember. 

Mr. Coolidge, however, has had no 
opportunity for extensive communica- 
tion with Secretary of State Kellogg 
since the latter dispatched to the pow- 
ers involved his latest draft of the 
covenant, under which the chief na- 
tions of the world would renounce war 
as an instrument of national policy 
and would agree to settle future dif- 
ferences by peaceful means. 

The Chief Executive will have an op- 
portunity to discuss this questeion ex- 
haustively with Secretary Kellogg in 
July, when the latter is expected to visit 
the summer White House. 

Secretary Kellogg's visit is expected 
to be followed by one from Herbert M. 
Lord, director of the budget, who willl 
bring his recommendations for the 
1930 budget. Mr. Coolidge expects this 
visit to be early in August. 

President Coolidge is still in the dark 
about Secretary Hoo er’s movement's. 
He expects the Republican nominee for 
President, however, to stop at Cedar Is- 
land Lodge either on his way to Palo 
Alto, Calif., or on his way back East 
later in the summer. 

No Cabinet Choices Yet. 


President Coolidge has as yet decided 
upon no. successors to Secretaries 
Hoover and Work when they shall re- 
sign from the Department of Commerce 
and Interior, respectively. 

Mr. Coolidge has been giving no 
thought to his own plans after March 
4. He feels next inauguration day will 
be early enough to start thinking of 
how he shall employ his private life. 


At present he is expecting a visit from 


his son, John. The latter's arrival 
from the East has been postponed one 


day and is now scheduled for Sunday 
or Monday. Mr. Coolidge hopes his 
son will appreciate the summer White 
House as much as he does himself. In 
this connection Mr. Coolidge made 
known today his appreciation of the 
welcome he and Mrs. Coolidge received 
in Superior and his gratitude for the 
eagerness of all in this region to make 
his stay pleasant. 

After learning today of the nomina- 
tion of Gov. Smith of New York as 
Democratic candidate for President of 
the United States, Mr. Coolidge at- 
tended to the first engagements made 
for him since his arrival here. Gov. 
Smith’s nomination was reached at 
Houston yesterday, long after Mr. Cool- 
idge had retired and the news was kept 
for him till today. 


Thanked for River Ald. 


One of his engagements today con- 
sisted of receiving a delegation repre- 
senting the Upper Mississippi Barge 
Line Corporation, which thanked him 
for his efforts in promoting river navi- 
gation amd especially for approving 
a bill at the last session of Congress 
increasing to $15,000,000 the Govern- 
ment stock in the Inland Waterways 
Corporation. C. C. Webber presented 
to Mr. Coolidge a scroll of thanks. 

Mr. Coolidge also received a 40- 
pound muskellunge caught by W. R. 
Ross, of Haywood, Wis. Ross chal- 
lenged the Chief Executive to equal 
such a catch. 

James W. Good, of Iowa, Secretary 
Hoover’s preconvention manager, pass- 
ed through Superior today on his way 
from Chicago to his summer home, 150 
miles northwest of here. He called 
upon Everett Sanders, Secretary to the 
President, but said he would not see 
Mr. Coolidge. 

A delegation of St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis men headed by H. C. Briggs, 
past president of the St. Paul Associa- 
tion of Commerce, missed an engage- 
ment with Mr. Coolidge today. They 
flew here from the Twin Cities, but 
were delayed and landed in Superior 


after Mr. Coolidge had left his offices 
for the lodge.

PEER GETS 4 YEARS; 
TOOK CLIENTS’ FUNDS 


Lord Terrington Admits His 
Guilt; Sum Involved 
Is $350,000. 


London, June 29 (A.P.).—Lord Ter- 
rington today pleaded gulity to charges 
of fraudulent conversion of money en- 
trusted to him by clients and was sen- 
tenced to four year’s penal servitude. 
The plea was offered when he was 
brought up for trial at Old Bailey. He 
has been in prison since his extradi- 
tion from France last spring, bail hav- 
ing been denied him, 

Lord Terrington was charged with 
converting funds amounting to $350,000. 
The funds belonged to a number of 
his clients. 

A warrant for his arrest was first 
issued in March, 1927, but by this time 
he had gone to the continent having 
announced that he was ordered there 
by his physicians. He was arrested at 
Boulogne, but was sent to a hospital 
having suffered a relapse. He was 
extradited in April.

Pawtucket, R. I., June 29 (A.P.).— 
Making his first public address since

DRY REPEAL IN DOUBT 


Prohibition Lead in North Da- 
kota Falls Sharply, Then 
Gains Again. 


SHAFER FOR GOVERNOR 


Fargo, N. Dak., June 29 (A.P.).— 
Doubt as to the outcome of efforts to 
repeal the prohibition clause in North 
Dakota’s constitution, defeat for the 
Nonpartisan League in the Republican 
gubernatorial race and victory in the 
senatorial contest was shown tonight 
when more than three-fourths of the 
State’s precincts had reported on 
Wednesday’s primary election. 

After seeing a lead of 5,000 cut to 
1,000 when half the State had reported, 
drys were jubilant when additional pre- 
cincts sent their advantage past the 
6,000 mark as precincts in the eastern 
part of the State returned majorities 
against repeal. 

When 1,430 precincts of the State’s 
2,192 had reported, the vote stood 73,- 
769, against repeal and 67,728 for. 

George F. Shafer, Independent, led 
T. H. Thoresen, Nonpartisan, for the 
gubernatorial nomination. Returns 
from 1,745 precincts gave Shafer 82,307, 
against 68,270 for Thoresen. 

United States Senator Lynn J. 
Frazier’s plurality over R. A. Nestos, 
Independent, probably will be in excess 
of 15,000. In reports already received, 
1,794 precincts give him 79,535, against 
67,643 for Nestos. 

The Independents: also nominated J. 
S. Kitchen, incumbent, as Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture and Labor and 
held a iead for Attorney General. This 
means that they will control the State 
industrial commission which has 
charge of North Dakota's industries as 
these two officers and the governor 
form the commission.

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PROHIBITION. 

Gov. Smith with his habitual direct- 
ness, has made clear his position in re- 
gard to prohibition. In his telegram to 
Senator Robinson, intended for the in- 
formation of the Houston convention and 
the country at large, Gov. Smith states 
that he will, if elected, execute his oath 
to support the Constitution and the laws 
without reservation or evasion. But he 
‘adds that he believes there should be 
“fundamental changes in the present pro- 
visions for national prohibition, based on 
the fearless application to the problem of 
the principles of Jeffersonian Democ- 
racy.” He remarks that he feels it to be 
“the duty of the chosen leader of the

_ The principles of Jeffersonian Democ- 
‘racy to which Gov. Smith refers are 
States’ rights and local self-government. 

Smith believes that there must 
be “fundamental changes,” it is reason- 
able to assume that he favors the restcra- 
tion of State authority over prohibition 
‘enforcement. He does not attack the 
‘eighteenth amendment, but confines his 
‘suggestion to the “present provisions,” 
_and therefore it may be inferred that he 
“would not recommend the repeal of the 


‘~~ prohibition amendment, but would urge 


‘modification of the enforcement law. 

- Confirmed drys will immediately take 
issue with Gov. Smith, but those among 
them who voted to nominate him did so 
well knowing that he favors modification 
of the Volstead act. If they take him at 
‘his word when he intimates that he will 
"recommend modification, they must take 
‘him at his word when he promises to en- 
‘force the law. There is no inconsistency 
in obeying and enforcing a law and at the 
same time seeking to improve or repeal 
it. That was Abraham Lincoln’s attitude 
in the Dred Scott case. It would be dis- 
‘honest in Gov. Smith to pretend that he 
favors the Volstead act merely because it 
is a law. 

Does the present prohibition law 
create a condition “entirely unsatisfac- 
tory to the great mass of our people,” as 
asserted by Goy. Smith? That remains 
to be proved. That there is increasing 
dissatisfaction with conditions is unde- 
‘niable. It is proved by the increasing 
number of votes favoring a change, 
wherever the people have an opportunity 
to express themselves. The latest in- 
stance is that of North Dakota, where a 
proposal: to repeal the prohibition clause 
in the State constitution has received a 
very heavy vote. Such a vote would have 
been out of the question ten years ago. 

Probably a long time must elapse be- 
fore Congress will undertake to modify 
the Volstead act, because of the fixed 
opinion on the part of the drys that if the 
law is ever opened to amendment it will 
be made weaker or even be destros'ed as 
a means of enforcing the eighteenth 
amendment. Individuals who favor ex- 
tinction of the liquor traffic and yet are 
dissatisfied with the workings of the Vol- 


stead act are not yet numerous or ag- 
gressive enough to make headway against 
radical drys on one side and radical wets 
on the other. Progress toward better- 
ment of the law will be slow, even if a 
President should be elected who would 
urge betterment. Thus Mr. Hoover’s 
statement that prohibition should be 
dealt with “constructively” and Gov. 
Smith’s notice that he favors “funda- 
mental changes” do not necessarily mean 


that either of them, if elected, would be

The League of Nations of Woodrow 
Wilson was the beacon light which led the 
Democrats. This year no references to it nor 
to the World Court remain in the platform, 
and instead the party declares for “freedom 
from entangling political alliances with for- 
eign nations.’’ The Democrats offer nothing as 
a substitute for their old faith. They accept 
the Republican viewpoint by their silence on 
this question. 

It would be possible to go further in illus- 
tration of this meeting of minds. In most in- 
stances the phraseology alone is different. The 
platforms are‘of as little actual in 
termining the difference between the two 
political entities as the keynote speeches of a 
national convention, The latter are not bind- 
ing upon the convention. A platform is not 
binding upon a candidate. The final and defi- 
nite party doctrine lies in the declarations of 
the nominees during the campaign.

SALE OF GOVERNMENT SHIPS. 


The Shipping Board has ordered its ship 
sales committee to investigate the matter of 
selling the United States Lines and submit 
recommendations. Chairman O’Connor has 
stated that the board will entertain any reason- 
able bid. What would constitute a ‘‘reason- 
able bid,” however, he did not indicate. 

The new shipping acf is rapidly vindicating 
itself. The vessels comprising the United 
States fleet can not be disposed of overnight, 
but the sale of the lines is now only a matter 
of time. 

The ship sales committee is composed of 
Chairman O’Connor and the two new members 
of the board, Commissioners Cone and Sand- 
berg, all of whom are in favor of the early dis- 
posal of the Government-owned merchant fleet. 
Several groups of shipping men Have indicated 
interest in the proposed sale. Upon what basis 
the lines can be evaluated is a complex prob- 
lem. The committee has to work this out, 
after which its recommendations must be ap- 
proved by the full membership of the board. 

The important consideration is that the 
United States Lines be placed in hands that will 
energetically round out the fleet so that it can 
offer real competition to British, French and 
Italian lines. 

The new shipping legislation liberalizing the 
construction loan clause of the shipping act 
and providing for long-term mail contracts at 
attractive rates ought to enable the, Govern- 
ment to retire from the shipping business and 
to encourage the rapid development of a pri- 
vately owned and operated merchant marine 
capable of meeting foreign competition. 


MORE FIRES EVERY YEAR. 


For all the attention that is being paid to 
fire reduction the annual national conflagra- 
tion loss is increasing. The public insists on 
being careless. A match discarded before it is 
completely extinguished can cause a $1,000,- 
000 fire. A cigarette tossed out of a window 
can lay a city block low. In schools, by posters 
and through lectures fire insurance companies 
and municipal officials are struggling valiantly 
to drive home the story of fire prevention. Yet 
each year there are more fires than during the 
preceding year. 

Figures recently compiled by the Fidelity- 
Phenix Fire Insurance Co. comparing the 
number of fires occurring in 1920 with the 
number that occurred last year in 63 of the 
larger cities of the country show that on the 
average the number of fires. increased about 
52 per cent as against a 19 per cent average 
In other 


more rapidly than the populatioh. Possibly 


persons there are in a city, since fires generally 
originate from some human action, the greater 
will be the number of fires. But where are 
those preaching fire prevention? What about 
the much vaunted American fireproof build- 
ing? . 

In explanation of the report it is pointed out 
that the number of fires in each place is taken 
for the survey rather than the aggregate of 
fire losses, because one or two sizable blazes 
might swell a yearly total abnormally, thus 
giving a false picture of conditions. It seems 
reasonable to conclude, the report continues, 
“that the American people are becoming more 
heedless of fire hazards and that fire insurance 
companies may expect to handle a larger and 
larger number of loss claims, while the fire de- 
partments have more work to do each year.”

AMBULANCE CHASING. 


The ambulance-chasing lawyer is apparently 
ably aided and abetted by the ambulance- 
chasing physician. In a New York court on 
Thursday last one doctor testified that he had 
referred about 30 accident cases to one law- 
yer, and three other doctors proved that, act- 
ing independently, they had yet all agreed, 
through the working of some extraordinary 
miracle of telepathy, in sending injured per- 
sons to another lawyer, who would make 
claims for damages for these new clients and 
look after their interests until either a settle- 
ment was effected or a verdict obtained. For- 
tunately, there is reason to believe that the 
individuals who thus bring discredit on two 
noble professions are very few in number. As 
far as the law is concerned, Henry W. Taft, 
chairman of the joint committee whose peti- 
tion brought on the investigation now being 
conducted into the matter, is of opinion that 
the proportion of the legal profession tainted 
by this evil is less than one-tenth of one per 
cent; and it may safely be assumed that thé 
proportion among the medical men is no 
higher, 

It is satisfactory to note that the very fact 
of the inquiry being on has already reduced 
in one year the number of negligence actions 
by 43 per cent. Various methods have been 
suggested for stamping out the objectionable 
practice entirely. Among these is the enact- 
ment of a law to curb unscrupulous members 
of the bar by placing a limitation on the maxi- 
mum fees they may charge in such cases. A 
change in the law pertaining to perjury, so as 
to make it easier for the courts to inflict pun- 


-ishment for this offense so common in acci- 


dent cases, was also recommended. Perhaps, 
however, the best remedy, if it could be only 
universally employed, would be that one, now 
so strenuously urged, whereby steps should 
be taken to exclude from the legal profession 
,those who are lacking in education, training, 
and character. In that way, its standing 
would be efficiently guarded, at least for the

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: The 
Washington Post is to be congratulated 
on sponsoring the airplane model con- 
test, which is arousing such a healthy 
interest in aviation, which will come 
into its fullness before your boy con- 
testants reach their majority. 

This youthful interest in aviation is 
encouraging and much of it has 
centered around the air mail service, 
backbone of our civil aviation. Some 
figures of what air mail is accomplish- 
ing today may prove interesting to the 
boy contestants and the public gen- 
erally. 

Within the next 24 hours airplanes 
On 23 routes will traverse 38 States, fly 
25,000 miles (around the world each 
day). These mail planes carry an 
average of three tons of mail, or 
240,000 letters, daily. Air mail aver- 
ages 100 miles an hour. Planes are 
flown night and day. There are now 
7,500 miles of lighted airways whose 
beacons guide the pilots from the 
Pacific to the Atlantic and from the 
Twin Cities to the Gulf. Since the air 
mail service was inaugurated the planes 
have flown 21,000,000 miles. The mail 
planes have a record of “on time” ar- 
rigals comparable to that of trains, and 
the United States air mail is the only 
successful norisubsidized alr mail sys- 
tem in the world. 

Air mail and express are working 
some revolutionary changes in Ameri- 
can business methods. For instance, 
within the next 24 hours air mail will 
transport $24,000,000 in checks and 
negotiable securities from all parts of 
the country to New York, one to three 
days’ delivery time saved. Along with 
such valuables go a wide diversity of 
commodities ranging from millinery to 
350-pound metal shipments. 

Achievements of air mail around 
which this country is building its 
aviation development prompted Lind- 
bergh to write: “I am proud to have 
done it for America. My reward will 
be your continued use of air mail.” 

However, aif mail is no&rapidly in- 
creasing its volume because of senti- 
ment, but because the public recogniz- 
ed that 100 miles an hour mail trans- 
portation is the rule of the day.

Columbla, Mo., June 29 (A.P.).—J. S. 
Hubbard, executive secretary of the 
Missouri Press Association, in a state- 
ment today, denied the testimony of 
J. B. Sheridan, secretary of the Mis- 
sour! committee on public utilities in- 
formation before the Federal Trade 
Commission, that the association had 
received funds from Missouri utilities. 

Concerning entertainment funds of 
the association for two conventions in 
St. Louis, Hubbard said in 1923 a $1,300 
fund was raised by the St. Louis en- 
tertainment committee, and that 
$550.95, left over, was turned over to 
the press association. This money. he 
Said, was contributed by paper com- 
panies and other. publishers’ supply 
concerns, one Individual and_ three 
bankers. Sheridan was vice chairman 
of the entertainment committee. 

In 1925 there were two contributions. 
one of $100 and one of $50, by utility 
companies, but after the entertainment 
was paid for, the unspent balance was)! 
returned to the contributors and no 
money was received by the press asso- 
ciation, Hubbard said. 

Mr. Sheridan, like several other for- 
mer newspaper men, has carried an in- 
dividual associate membership in the 
Missouri Press Association, and has 
always been regarded as a loyal friend 
of the newspapers, Mubbard said.

Raymond Robins’ Statement. 


Col. Raymond Robins, New York City, 
ficld representative of the Citizens 
Committee of 1,000, authorized the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“The results of the Democratic con- 
vention present a supreme challenge 
to the dry forces and all those who 
believe in the integrity of the Consti- 
tulon of the United States. While de- 
claring for an effort to enforce the 
eighteenth amendment in the plat- 
form, this convention. nominated for 
the office of chief magistrate of the 
nation the leading official nullifica- 
tionist under the flag. ’ 

“Alfred E. Smith is the incarnation 
of the forces of nullification, evasion 
and betrayal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment and as governor of'the State of 
New York he has been the consistent 
servant of the liquor traffic of the 
world in its death grapple with the 
moral forces that wrote the eighteenth 
amendment into the Constitution of 
the United States.” 

Oliver W. Stewart, president and Miss 
Norma C. Brown, vice president of the 
Flying Squadron foundation, Indlan- 
apolis, gave out the following: 

“The action of the Democratic con- 
vention will be unsatisfactory to the 
friends of prohibition in every section 
of the country. 

“The climax was reached when Gov. 
Smith indicated to the convention in 
his telegram of acknowledgement that 
he understood the way to be open for 
fundamental changes in the law, which 
he would recommend.

Text of the Call, 


The call read as follows: 

“We are greatly gratified that the 
Democratic convention at mouston has 
pledged itself in specific terms to the 
enforcement of the eighteenth amend- 
ment and all laws enacted pursuant 
thereto, which of necessity  fheludes 
the Volstead law. 

“But, we deeply regret th 't the pro- 
liquor wing of the party, led by Tam- 
many Hall, has disregarded all warn- 
ings and has challenged indeed defied 
the dry Democracy of the Soilth by the 
nomination for President of Gov. Al- 
fred: E. Smith, the openly declared foe 
of existing prohibition laws as revealed 
by his repeated utterances and his life- 
long record and reaffirmed in his tele- 
gram of acceptance to the convention. 

“The only hope of preserving the 
ideals and the unity of Southern 
Democracy is for Southern Democrats 
to organize at once for the election of 
dry Democratic senatorial, congressional 
and State nominees for public office 
and for the defeat of the wet Tammany 
candidate for President, Gov. Smith. 

“To this end'a conference will be held 
at Asheville, N. C., between July 11 and 
July 18. Information as to exact date, 
special railroad rates and other particu- 
lars will be announced promptly.” 


Moody Declines to Comment.

Dan Moody, of Texas, who 
threatened for a time to present a 
minority prohibition plank to the con- 
vention, declined to comment on Gov. 
Smith's telegram. 

“I haven't had time to study it care- 
fully yet,” he said, “and I shall want 
to consult with some of my associates 
before discussing it.”

NORWAY STARTS INQUIRY 
INTO SIGHTING OF PLANE 


Fishermen Think They Saw 
Amundsen’s Aero Flying 
Near Bear Island. 


Oslo, Norway,’ June 29 (A.P.).—The 
ministry of defense tonight started a 


keen inquiry into a story told by fisher- 
men who returned to Harstad from Bear 
Island today. They said they had seen 
& plane on June 18, believed to be the 
Latham piloted by Rene Guilbaud and 
carrying Roald Amundsen to the rescue 
of the Nobile expedition. The fisher- 
men said the plane was flying very low 
and was about 24 miles northwest of 
Bear Island. 

The government department has 
asked the local authorities at Harstad 
to question these fishermen closely. 
There is a possibility that the machine 
which they saw was the Italian seaplane 
piloted by Maj. Maddalena. If, however, 
it develops that they really sighted the 
Latham machine, the fact will be re- 
garded as important because it will 
show that Amundsen was heading for 
Kings Bay instead of the eastern por- 
tions of the Spitzbergen Archipelago. 

Moscow, June 29 (A.P.).—A wireless 
report from the Russian ice breaker 
Maligin said that for the third succes- 
sive day bad weather had prevented 
scouting flights by the airplane which 
the vessel carries in its quest for mem- 
bers of the Nobile party and the miss- 
ing Norwegian explorer, Roald Amund- 
sen. The report said two attempts at 
flights were made today, but both had 
to be abandoned because of low clouds 
and snowstorms. 

London, June 29 (A.P.).—An_ Ex- 
change Telegraph dispatch from Copen- 
hagen said that fog today rendered fu- 
tile the efforts of Arctic searchers to 
find trace of Roald Amundsen and the 
five other men who flew toward Spitz- 
bergen in a French naval seaplane on 
June 18. Three vessels were circling 
about Bear Island, the Norwegian cruis- 
er Tordenskjold on the northwest, the 
Michael Sars on the northeast and the 
French auxiliary Quentin Roosevelt on 
the southeast. All reported that fog 
was hampering their efforts.

to submarine safety and salvage, con- 
vened yesterday at the Navy Building;

Full information was re- 
quested of the Navy Department on 
the following subjects for investigation 
by members of the board 

1. Methods and appliances adopted

3. Those adopted and used by it to 
salvage submarines in case of dis- 
aster.

This pair alone survived today’s 
gruelling play, part of which was held 
in a drenching rain, Tomorrow they 
will fight it out for the championship 
in a 36-hole match over the tricky, 
well-trapped fairways of the Apawamis 
Club. 

While McCarthy was shooting exactly 
par golf to eliminate Joe Morrill, Har- 
vard, 4 and 3, Roberts put out Mark 
Stuart, of St. John’s College, Brooklyn, 
by 2 and 1. 


Earlier in the day McCarthy en- 
tered the semifinal round by deci- 
sively defeating John Ames, captain 
and sole remaining representative 
of the champlonship§ Princeton 
Team, by 5 and 3. 

Morrill had earned the right to play 
McCarthy by downing Alfred G. Sar- 
gent, of Ohio State, the last surviving 
non-Easterner in the tournament, 3 
and 2. 

Roberts gained the semifinal by scor- 
ing over J. S. Beale, of Schenectady 
and Union College, 3 and 2, while 
Stuart produced a sensation in crush- 
ing John Williams, of Williams College, 
6 and 5. It was. Willlams who yester- 
day gained a reputation by eliminating 
the defending champion, Watts Gunn, 
of Georgia Tech. 

McCarthy, a sophomore of George- 
town, had never competed for this 
intercollegiate crown before, but played 
with all the coolness of a veteran cam- 
paigner despite the handicaps of rain 
and puddle-strewn fairways.

T ate’s Conduct Hence- 
forth to Determine 
His Status.

B“cecen: June 29.—The conduct of 
Catcher Bennie Tate will de- 
termine whether or not he will 
remain a member of the Nationals. 
Manager Harris stated tonight in dis- 
cussing the case of the little backstop, 
who was sent back to Washington yes- 
terday charged with the heinous crime 
ot asking to be-allowed to work in a 
game.

Tate was sent home because, ac- 
cording to Manager Harris, he 
asked permission to start behind 
the bat in the second game yester- 
day in an obnoxious manner in 
front of most of the players, mak- 
ing Harris feel, he declares, that 
drastic action was necessary in the 
interests of discipline.

New York, June 29.—Impressive 
gains were recorded throughout the 
list early in today’s active stock market 
but the advance was checked abruptly 
shortly after noon by the announce- 
ment of the advancement of the call 
money fate from the renewal of 714 
per cent to 8 per cent, its highest level 
Since June 2, 1921. 

Many of the gains which had been 
piled up during the morning were re- 
duced in a brief but active selling 
Wave, but the recession was shallow 
and the forward movement soon was 
resumed. In the final hour almost 
everything on the list pointed upward 
and closing prices approximated the 
day’s best. Trading was more active 
than at any other time this week, the 
cay’s turnover exceeding 2,200,000 
shares. The more active stocks regis- 
tered gains up to 8% points. 

The 7, per cent call money renewal 
Was not in keeping with expectations 
prevailing in market circles, but, while 
disappointing, it failed to dampen en- 
thusiasm. Stocks were bid up with 
more celerity than at any previous 
period this week. Sentiment was in- 
fluenced favorably by the further sharp 
contraction in brokerage loans and 
little interest was shown in the latest 
rise in rediscount holdings of the 
Federal Reserve system or the resump- 
tion of government bond sales. 

The heaviest buying of the day was 
concentrated principally.in the specu- 
lative leaders, notably stocks like 
General Motors, Allied Chemical, Du 
Pont, American Can, Radio, General 
Electric, Chrysler, Montgomery Ward. 
Wright, Curtiss and a few others, aad 
in this group the largest net gains 
were scored. Some of these stocks lost 
ground after the 8 per cent money an- 
nouncement, but were moving forward 
again strongly at the close. 

General Motors had moved up to 
191144 but when the shock came it soon 
dropped to 18714, then turned about 
and moved up to close at 188, a net ad- 
vance of 1%. The turnover in this 
stock aggregated 345,500 shares. Radio 
moved over a wide range in a heavy 
turnover, closing with a net advance of 
o% points. Du Pont gained 8% points

DIRT OFTEN CAUSE OF 

EYER DISORDERS. — 
R. N,/B. HARMON holds lack of 
clodniiness and repeated expos- 
ute to dirt largely responsible 
for many of the common eye disorders. 
New ‘born babies; in addition to the 
quickly blinding gonococcal infection 
of the eyes, are subject to mild infeo- 
tions of this organ. They .requently 
have a little “matter” in the corner of 
the eye, a little redness, or the lids 
stick. This“ is the result of a mild 
infection which occurs because the face 
is washed in the same water or with 
the same cloth used for other parts of 
the body. Babies would have less eye 
trouble if nurses were cleaner in their 

methods. 

Older children are subject to mild 
eye troubles, due also in great measure 
to. a lack of cleanliness. They have red 
lids, “lids sticking,” “matter in the 
corner.” Ag a rule, this is mild, ‘but 
occasionally it results in some scar 
tissue and some opacity of the cornea. 
Some of this trouble results from the 
common use of towels and other wash- 
ing facilities; some of it from lack of 
cleanliness, 


Much of it comes from eye strain 
due to not wearing glasses when glasses 
are needed, and to reading in a glare 
or with too little light, Some of it is 
due to measies. Considerable eye 
trouble in children is due to decay of 
the first teeth. The teeth and the 
eyes are hooked together rather closely 
by one’of the important face nerves. 

The milder eye troubles of older 
——_ are also; generally avoidable by 
mproving one's environment or habits. 
Living In dusty alr, particularly where 
there is giare, may be a factor in 
cataract. At least, the great prevalence

Arcus senilia 14 a condition in which 
there is a whitish area in what is 
called “the pupil.” This is said to be 
& sign of age. It is now known that 
the white cloud called arcus is com- 
posed of cholesterin, and the diet may 
be a factor in causing it to deposit in 
the eyeball.
